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Notification Of Loss Of Entitlement To Small Entity Status

Facts: 



When this application was filed on September 11, 2000, the inventors were under 
an obligation to assign all of their rights in the application to UROCOR, Inc. 
("UROCOR") and an assignment was subsequently recorded with the United States 
Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO). Entitlement to small entity status was asserted, 
and the application was accorded small entity status by the USPTO. 

After the payment of the issue fee but prior to the payment of the first 
maintenance fee, UROCOR merged with DIANON Systems, Inc. ("DIANON") on 
November 9, 2001 . DIANON was acquired on November 10, 2002 by Laboratory 
Corporation of America Holdings which is a large entity. In accordance with 37 CFR 
1.27(g)(2), notification of loss of small entity status must be given to the USPTO when 
paying the maintenance fee. Applicant is notifying the USPTO of the loss of entitlement 
to small entity status in the application. Accordingly, the maintenance fee will be paid as 
a large entity.
